THE INDIANA DIVORCE LAW. 


After describing some of tha 
difficulties 


experienced in procuring a change in the 
divorce law of Indiana, tho 
Indianapolis 


Journal says: "At last, after ten years ol 
continuous effort, in 1873, an amendmeu^ 
was passed and became the law. It wai 
weaker than, the one of tho preceding ses 
siou, aud, except in tho requirement of a 
long term of residence to qualify an appli- 
cant to come into court with a complaint, 
was little better than the old law. It seemed 
better than it has proved. It has restrained 
foreign divorces, no doubt, but it has done 
nothing toward a repression of our domes- 
tic nuisance. In this county wo should 
think that there was not far from an 
average of one divorce granted for every 
working day 
in tho yecr. This may 


bo an over-estimate, but tbo number, at 
tho best, is big enough to bo shameful. 
The 


precipitancy of tho separation, and tho wis- 
dom of a sterner restraint on applications, is 
evidenced by tho frequency with which di- 
vorcod parties remarry each other. There 
should have been no divorces in such cases; 
that is clear. But certain allegations made 
certain, affidavits filed, certain exparte evi- 
dence heard, the court has little discretion. 
Whore a contest is made tho case is changed 
a little, but generally there is no contest. 
Very often there is no notice of the penden- 
cy of tho case to the defendant. 
The law re- 


quires Actunl notice 'by reading or leaving a 
copy of tho summons at tho defendant's place 
of residence, if a resident of tho state,' says 
the law. But wo know of one very recent 
caso iu 
which 
a 
wife 
was divorced 


with no knowledge at all, she said, of the 
pendency of the complaint, and while her 
husband war, living with her up to tho very 
hour that lie brought her a notice of tho do- 
croo. Her first information of tho caso was 
thatsho was no longer a Wife,and tho next day 
she was shipped to Louisville to seek her old 
home, with her worso than fatherless child- 
rnu, while her astute husband, aided by the 
defective law, was loft to seek a new wife 
aud tha chance of a fresh divorce when ho 
got tired of her. Now, a statute under 
which such things as this can bo done needs 
amending. 
It betters tho old law not at all. 


Divorces can bo obtained as easily and ap- 
parently as secretly as when 'constructive 
notice* was allowed its widest range."

"HOW TO QUIET IIOHSES. 


According to n discovery made by Profess- 


or Shiff of Florence—a discovery which has 
been pushed beyond him by many others— 
it was found that it was quite enough to 
touch, tho nostrils o! a horso, simply passing 
the finger along tho sides of tho nose, to 
stop consciousness in a measure. He did 
not find, but left another to find it, that in- 
terchange between tissues and blood is also 
stopped. It is well known now that most of 
those men who succeed in quieting violent 
horses put their fingers tc that part, and 
sometimes inside the nares. Merely touch- 
ing these parts may produce some effect; 
pressing bard upon them has far moro effect. 
It is not essential that tho application be 
made there, as u pressure of tho lip rany 
produce Iho same thing. In sonic animals, 
rabbits and guinea pigs, if wo pass needles 
into tho chest aud heart, so as to judgo of 
respiration and circulation, wo find that the 
needles stop altogether as wo- press tho lips 
or part of tho cheek. It is not that the 
poor creature is frightened, as when wo 
have deprived them partly of their conscious- 
ness, or almost altogether, by Iho use of 
chloroform, tho samo phenomena occur. 
Tliero is a very curious fact mentioned by 
Catlin, who travelled in tho West, and wrote 
two volumes on the Indians. Ho states that 
tho calves of tho buffalo, if they are caught, 
nud^tho air from 
tho lungs of a man is 


strongly breathed into their nostrils, will 
become so fascinated by that peculiar in- 
fluence that thoy will run after the horse of 
the hunter and fellow him five or six miles. 
It is said, aud Mr. Catlin nfllrniH it, that in 
Texas, or in other parts of the country 
where there are wild horses taken by the 
lasso, if tho hunter succeeds 171 taking hold 
of their nostrils, aud then forcibly expels air 
fron^his lungs into tho nostrils of the horse, 
ho will follow him anywhere, and become 
perfectly tamo. These facts deserve to be 
studied, I havo heard that when Mr. Harcy 
acted so powerfully on very violent horses, 
both in this country and in Europe, ho had 
something lo do with their nostrils also 
What ho did, however, ho kept in n gron 
measure secret. That part of the systen 
at any rate, has a great deal to do in dimiu 
ishing tho activity of . tho principal organ 
It is very natural, therefore, that such .. 
power should bo acquired by ono who ba 
done such a thing to an animal as intelligc 
as Iho horso. 


CAPABILITIES OF AN A ens.— J. M. Smith

THE SHOKTHOKN OATl'LE. 


From various historical sources, nmoug 


which «ro Berry, Youatt mid Martin, wo 
Miherthe following facts concerning tbo 
origin, progress, and present condition of 
the Sbortborus: Them cattle nt tlio present 
time possess in nil eminent degree ciymlitioB 
which 
CMISO them to beoomo objects of 


great interest and admiration, on account o( 
their splendid frames, 
beautifully varied 


colors, and their remarkable aptitude to 
tale on flesh on those particular parts which 
are so attractive to the butcher. 


A period of more than one hundred years 


has now elapsed since the Shorthorns, on 
th« banks of the river Toes, in England, and 
called thaTeoswator breed, had assumed o 
very fine and attractive appearance in the 
color which resembles the Shorthorns of the 
present, day, being occasionally red, red and 
white, and roan, though the last not as prev-, 
dent us now. They also possessed a fine 
mellow skin and flesh, good hair, and light 
offal, particularly wide carcasses, and fore- 
quarters of extraordinary depth and capac- 
ity. 
When slaughtered their net weight 


was extraordinary, and many instances ara 
recorded of the wonderful weight of their 
inside fat. 
. 


About this time, Sir William St. Qmntou 


of Scamptou imported bulls and c-ows from 


• Holland which wore crossed with tho stock 


of the country. 
Mr. Mlluank of liarmiug- 


ton bred and" slaughtered nil ox of which at 
five years old tho forequarters weighed 314 
pounds; and a cow bred from bis stock nt 
twelve years old weighed when slaughtered 
1510 pounds. 
From Mr. Milbank's time 


the Toeswater cattlo continued to sustain 
the excellence and celebrity in 
various 


hands, until Mr. Cuarles Colling adopted 
them. In the hands of Mr. Colling these 
cattle became greatly improved, and it is 
believed that his success resulted from a de- 
liberate and well-cousidered plan. 
He 


found tho Tocswater large cattlo, of loose 
mate and disproportion, and was sensible 
of the difficulty of breeding, with an} thing 
like certainty, large, good animals; and 
through tho progress of his practice, bo 
showed n resolution 
to reduce the size of 


the brood, «nd at the same time, and by 
that means, to improve its form. 


Tho prevalence of thosfi cattle aroused the 


attention of breeders to their merit and 
raised Charle< Colling, as their breeder, to 
a position of groat distinction, and, in the 
demand created for his stock, soon gave him 
a largo fortune. 
Under this stimulus other 


breeders were soon awakened to a state of 
activity, and soon brought up their herds to 
a quality perhaps equal to the Collings. 
It 


might be of interest to some persons, but 
not to tho masses, to follow this subject to a 
much greater length, 
by discussing the 


further progress of tho English Shorthorns 
down to a lato day. 
Suffice it to say that tho 


Shorthorns stand in the front rank of all 
the breeds in Great Britain, and in some 
portions of tho continent adjacent, and in 
the Australian and Canadian colonies, where 
the soil and climate are adapted to their 
support. 


According to history, after the termina- 


tion of the revolutionary war, a few cattlo, 
supposed to be 
pure Shorthorns, were 


brought into Virginia by n Mr. Miller. 
In 


tho year 17!)0, an Englishman, named llaat- 
on brought two or three Shorthorn cattle 
from the north of England to New Tork. In 
1815-111, a Mr. Cox,au Englishman, imported 
n bull and two heifers into lieimselaer 
County, N. Y. 
In 18 US Mr. Cornelius Cool 


clego, of this city, imported a bull and a 
heifer into that city, from tho 
herd of Mr. 


Maaon of Ghilton, in tho county of Durham, 
England. Frequent importations have siuco 
beeii nintle up to 1332-3-4, 
v.-lion novoral

mnilo importations of the best cattlo to be 
found in the English herds. Tho American 
Ilord Book of eight volumes, contaiiw more 
than 7-lfln bulls and over 12,1)00 cows.

OonsSTiLKS.—It is apparent, judgina by 


observations 
made 
during a recent trip 


through tho country, that there ara many 
farmers left who do riot know tho valuo of 
corn-stalks as food, when cut at the right 
time anil properly cured, or who err in judg- 
ment, ns to tho right time to out and cure 
them. 
Hundreds of acres of stalks hove 


been cut this year, within our own observa- 
tion, a week after they should have been. 
Men who keep milch cows and who milk 
them after it is necessary to stable and feed 
them, ought to know that there is no food 
generally grown on tho farm that will keep 
up tho flow of milk more surely or produce 
butter of abettor color than corn.stalks,»fter 
cuttle are stabled and stable feeding com- 
mences. With this knowledge it would seem 
that greater pains would bo taken in dairy 
regions especially, to secure the corn forago 
in the best possible condition; aud it is ex- 
ceedingly doubtful if tho corn crop can be 
better utilized than by cutting it early »nd 
keeping it, grain nnd all to stock in the 
stalk.—[Now York World.
